Much Said, Little Done To Save Wild Life 


Conservation of wild life is a subject about which more has 
been said and less done than anything in the world except the 
weather, declares J. N. (‘‘Ding’’) Darling, cartoonist and for- 
mer chief of the United States Biological Survey, in the Ro- 
tarian magazine. Wth America’s wild life population on the 
downhill skids, he says, much must be done to conserve for 


coming generations resources intended to be the heritage of all. 
‘(We may inflate currency, but it won’t put back soils on 
our eroded farms nor bring back our forests,’’ he asserts. 
““We may accumulate all the gold in the world in our treas- 
ury, but it won’t put water back on our artificial deserts nor 
restore our food crops, fish, fowl, and gifts of nature.”’ 
Americans have poured down the rathole much of that 
which nature gave them, writes Conservationist Darling, for 
rivers once teemng with fish are sewers; millions of acres of 
the richest soil have become ugly, eroding scars; and forests of 
priceless value have been hacked down and burned away. — 
“We have lots of conservationists, but little conservation, 
and our resources continue to disappear,’’ he observes. 


“‘Bleven million Americans pay an annual license fee to fish op 
hunt, and there are 36,000 societies, clubs, leagues, and asso- 
cations whose avowed object is conservation, . Aroused and 
united in one cause, they have saved the ducks from a precar- 
jous emergency, and could be equally effective in other fields. 

“It is time for us, the custodians of our own fate and that 
of our children’s children, to heed the signs which are written 
along the trail which civilization has blazed through the ages,”’ 
he continues, urging conservation groups to co-operate in see- 
ing that the United States Biological Survey, the Unitea States 
Bureau of Fisheries, and the various state fish and game com- 
missions are given the funds they need to accomplish their 
normal duties. We can have wild life in abundance perpetu- 
ally, he says, ‘‘if the sportsmen and conservationists will organ- 
ize and tell their story loudly enough.”’

Things Could Be Worse 


William Allen White, ‘‘the sage of Emporia, Kansas,’’ at 
the age of seventy years still looks out upon the world with 
fresh, keenly observing eyes. It was no exception some days 
ago when Editor White paused before a shop window and 
found—on the window dresser’s dummy—a stirring record of 
American progress and proof that life is still worth living— 
more so than at least in some periods of the nation’s develop- 
ment. F 

What he saw was simply a man’s suit—bearing an $18 price 
tag. He figured that the suit, plus a good overcoat, could be 
bought for the week’s wages of a printer in the shop of his news- 
‘paper. Getting to the heart of the matter he calculated fur- 
ther that ‘‘a printer in the early eighties would have had to 
_awork from four to six weeks to get that amount of clothing of 
that quality.’’ Even in 1895—when Mr. White bought — the 
+ @azette—foremen printers could be hired for $12 a week, jour- 
“meymen for $6 or $7—and girl printers for $1.50 a week. What 
‘gas true in Emporia was also true throughout the country. 
From which Editor White rightly judged that the printers— 
and other wage earners—are now getting more out of life— 
more for their time and money—than perhaps they ever did 
before. This is true because of the fact that while the price 
of the things we have to buy is higher than in other periods of 
the nation’s development, wages and salaries have increased in 
greater proportion. : 

And so Editor White concludes: ‘‘Even in this depression 
the great middle class lives in better houses, eats more food in 
a Wider dietary range and wears more attractive clothing than 
any other people on the globe.’’

HEAR ADDRESS ON | 
RAGE BETTERMENT 


Representative Speaks on Sub- 
ject, ‘‘Who Shall In 
herit America?’’ 











The quality of the human race 
is badly in need of improvement. 
Such was the gist of a talk given 
before Upland Rotarians today 
noon at their meeting at the Up- 
land Inn by Frank C. Reid, repre- 
sentative of the Human Better- 
ment Foundation, Pasadena. The 
organization was founded by E. 8. 
Gosney, owner of the large Gos- 
ney ranch located in the foothills 
north of Alta Loma, who has also 
been its greatest supporter financ- 
ially. Joe Crick, who is a son-in- 
law of Mr. Gosney and resides on 
the Gosney ranch, was program 
chairman and_ introduced the 
speaker. 

Mr. Reid used for his_ topic, 
“Who Shall Inherit America”’— 
and proceeded to enlighten his 
hearers on the dangerous rate at 
which the citizenship of our coun- 
try has been deteriorating for 
some years. Said the speaker, the 
right character of citizenship is 
more important than the resources 
of a nation, as said resources would 
not be developed to any great ex- 
tent if not handled intelligently. 


Mr. Reid pointed out. that 6,000,900 
of our population are in the hos- 
pitals for insane —and that 4,000,- 
000 to 6,000,000 more just as bad- 
ly diseased mentally never get 
there, and in addition to these 
there are 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 
more feeble minded. 

Low grade families have from 
4 to 10 children, while the high 
grade parents produce from one 
to two children—and it will not 
be many years until 90 per cent 
of our descendants will be of the 
lowest, type if the past record con- 
tinues. However, Mr. Reid stated 
there seems to have been a change 
for the better in recent years and 
high grade families are reproduc- 
ing in larger numbers.
